When about a halt 
mile from,the Church he was 


overtaken by the men. Some:

cut him across the back of the 
neck while he was in the bug- 
gy. Others seized him and 
pulled him from the buggy and 
at one time jt is said that three 
or four oftife men were on him 
with the result’ that he was 
fatally cub. Kendrick pulled 
his gun and’fired it in the air 


just above th heads of his at-| yy 


ckers in an effort to keep 
them from injuring him, but it 
is said that they still pursued 
him. Abott .this time the 
boy’s father reached the scene 
and also took a part in the 
fighting. While some of the 
men turned tlieir atention to 
the elder Kendrick, Otis broke 
away, although he was literal- 
ly cut to pieces, ‘atid got over

his injuries are not thought to 
be serious; Robert Blair, 
brother-in-law of the Moultons 
was shot in the stomach, the 
bullet having . gone clear 
through his body; heisina 
hospital at Andajusf{..and Jit- 
tle hope is entertained: for his 
recovery; Levi Maloy another 
brother-in-law of the Moultons 
was cut in the shoulder but 
was not very serjously wound- 
ed. Otis Kendrick, who. did 
the fatal shooting, was badly 
cut in several places about his 
body the wounds which will 
probably cause his death be- 
ing in the stomach; he is also 
in‘a hospital at Andalusia and 
his recovery is doubtful. J. J.

Mrs. L. M. Qolden, well 
known woman living about 
three miles above town on the 
Buliock road, took a large dose 
of Carbolie Acid on Monday 
morning with suicidal intent. 
She lingered until about 1:00 
o'clock ‘Tuesday morning when 
death came. It is said that she 
died a most horrible death suf- 
tering intensely from the poi- 
son, 

Mrs. Golden, so it is report- 
ed, had made threats of’ self 
destruction on one or two oc- 
casions but her family did not 
lake the matter seriously. The 
cause of her act is not known. 

She is survived by her hus- 
band and two daughters, be- 
sides a number of other relati- 
ves. The body was carried to 
Victoria for burial. Friends of

Farmer And Mule Are 
Killed By Lightning 


Samson Ledger says: 

- Lightning which ~ is said to 
have flashed diagonally thru 
the air at a time when no rain 
was falling struck and killed 
John Kilerease, a white farm- 
er, yesterday afternoon, par- 
tially tore up the plow he was 
using, killed the mule and 
shredded the clothes of the vic- 
tim as though an’explosion had 
occurred. 

My. Kilerease was plowing 
some distance from the nearest 
house, that of Noah Spears, 
two miles South of Samson, on 
Mr. Spears’ farm. He was out 
in the bare field, with no tree 
nearby. It had not been rain- 
ing, nor did it rain in that vic- 
inity, although a heavy shower 
with sharp lightning occurred. 
over Samson. 

Reuben Thompson, a neigh- 
boring farmer, was plowing 
some distance away and noted 
a cloud of dust arising in the 
other field just following a 
sharp thunder clap. He de- 
cided to take out until the 
lightning had ceased, but did 
not know anyone had been at 
work where the bolt hit. 

Mr. Kilerease’s people sent 
a little girl out to see if he was 
alright, and-she found the body 
of the man and that .of the 


mule, . Practically’ all the| 
‘man’s clothing pay alt torn 


off, portions of it wrapped 
about the plow and a piece of 
one shoe was found about 150 
feet away. The left handle of 
the plow was ghivered to 
match-wood down to the cross 
brace. 

The bolt struck Mr Kilcrease 
just above the right ear, punch- 
ing a hole as large as a quarter 
through the skull. The right 
thigh was skinned in two 
places, sevral square inches be- 
ing taken off, but the current 
evidently left the body through 
the left foot, in which there 
was a hole. ‘There were no 
marks on the mule, which be- 
longed to Noah Spears. 

Mr. Kilcrease is survived by 
a widow and several grown 
children, among the latter be- 
ing former Lieutenant W. H. 
Kilcrease. Funeral services 
occurred at 2 p. m. today, with 
interment at Traveler’s Rest 
cemetery.

Gist’s Weekly Report 


On Crop Conditions| 


F. W. Gist, agricultural 
statistician, commenting on 
crop conditions in the southern 
part of the state, says ina 
statement issued Saturday, that 
the first crop of young boll 
weevils are just coming out, 
“land makes the interesting ob- 
servation that they are not in 
such volume as was feared. 

Corn in south Alabama is in 
generally fine shape, he says, 
and a considerable portion of 
it is practically made, or will 
be with one more rain. He 
states that the best corn is 
found on lands which have in 
the past few years been grown 
to velvet beans, cowpeas, pea- 
nuts and clovers on which 
stock was allowed to graze. 

Following is the complete 
text of Mr. Gist’s summary: 

“The weather has continued 
very warm, with local rains. 
The latter were needed in 
many sections, and some are 
still on the verge of suffering 
for moisture. 

“Work has continued with 
unabated energy, and crops 
are clean with few exceptions. 

“Cotton in the south part of 
the state now shows the effect 
of the rain and cool nights of a 
few weeks since, the net re- 
sult being the death of enough 
plants to affect the perfect 
stanas which were in evidence 
at the beginning. Some plants 
were also lost in the process of 
cleaning the crop. Blooming 
is in full swing with fair vol- 
wie, While weevils are not so 
active as their numbers would 
indicate. The first crop of 
young weevils is just coming 
out but not in such volume as 
was feared. 

“Corn in South Alabama is 
in generally fine shape. The 
crop was planted early, and a 
considerable portion of it is 
made, or will be with one more 
‘ain. Personal inspection dis- 
closed one universal situation 
in all séections—the best corn 
is found on lands which have 
inthe. past few years been 
grown to velvet beans, cowpeas 
peanuts hogged off or grazed 
off, and clovers. Such lands 
are now withstanding dry 
weather, and show perfect 
healthful conditions and pro- 
mise of good yield.
